ASHINGTON, April 29.—{Exclu- 
sive The manufac- 
turing bulletin for California is- 


‘| sued by the Census Office some time 


ago, and fully telegraphed to The 
Times, recorded the wonderful growth 
of the State’s manufacturing indus- 
tries, but it recorded no such growth 
as does the agricultural bulletin laaued 
today by the Census Office. This bulle- 
tells a story equaled nowhere 
in history, and proves again what Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wilson said some 
time ago, in an interview that he gave 
to The Times correspondent, that Cal- 
ifornia’s great wealth Nes now, and 
always will lie, in her soil. 

California farms in June, 1900, had a 
value of $707:012,960; of this amount 
$77,468,000, or 10.9 per cent., represents 
the value of buildings, and 8630, 444.860, 
or 89.1 per cent. the value of land and 
tmprovements other than buildings. On 
the same date the value of farm im- 
plemente and machinery was $21,311,670, 
and of live stock, $67,303,325, These 
values added to that of farms give 
$796,527,955, the total value of * 
property. — 

Products derived from domestic ‘ont 
mals, poultry and bees, including ani- 
mals sold and animals slaughtered on 
farms, are referred to in this bulletin 
as “animal products.“ Their value for 
1899 was $131,690,606. The total value 
of farm products for 1899 excéeds that 
reported for 1889 by $44,667,316, or 51.3 
per cent.

PRESIDENT. 


Trusts Afraid of 
His Methods. 
His Renomination Will 
Meet Opposition. 


Rumors of a Combination to 
Work Against Him. 


Exclusion Bill Signed— Evang 


is Named for Consul- 
_ General to London.

Wire Dispaten April 29.—{Exclu- 

sive Dispatch.] The President's 

determination to smash all trusts 
that do not keep within the limite of 
the law is becoming so well understood 
here that political folks. have com- 
menced speculating upon its effect 
upon his nomination for President in 
1904, 

The President's nome enters into the 
discussion by the reason that he has 
personally directed the moves thus far 
made against the trusts, and because 
of the allegation frequently reiterated 
that he is bringing down upon himself 
the wrath of the captains of industry, 
who propose to punish him, if possible, 


dy combining against his renomina- 


tion. 

The reports freely circulated of the 
President incurring the displeasure of 
some railway and trust magnates are 
believed by many politicians in Con- 
gress to be not withowt foundation. 
The talk is all second-hand, to be sure, 
but it is all traced to the same source. 

Senators and Fepresentatives come 
back from trips to New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia, and bring reports 
which they found in circulation that if 
the President continues his programmie 
the flat Is to go forth against him from 
the men who lead in finance, and on 
ticipate in politics. 
echo of this talk is heard from Chi. 
cago, St. Louis and Minneapolis. - 

When the President instructed the 
Attorney-General to take action agalnst 
the Northern Pacific Railway merger, 
J. Pierpont Morgan and other capital- 
ists rushed to Washington and con- 
ferred with their friends in official cir- 
cles. They feared the President might 
have other similar views in contempla- 
tion, and they wanted to head off the 
repetition of the unwelcome surprise 
that had been given to financial inter« 
ests. In that case, however, it was 
merely stock-jobbing schemes of Wall 
street which had deen jolted, and not 
much sympathy was found in any 
quarter outside of the unfortunates who 
were long“ of the market. 

The r wer at the tal this week 
of J. ll, the western railway king, 
has the talk going again. Hill 
is said to have expressed to his friends 
in Congress, especially to his intimates, 
the fear that a spirit of hostility to 
railway and financial interests may be 
engendered in Congress and become 
manifest in legislation, refiecting the 
tone which some capitalists think exists 
in the executive branch. It is part of 
the gossip current at the Capitol that 
Hill does not regard the President's 
chances of renomination as flattering, 
if there be any such outcome. The 
President's initiation of the campaign 
against the beef trust may be followed 
by like action, in the case of another 
food supply controlled by the trust, if 
ground for action can be shown, 

Beet-sugar refiners of the West have 
been loud in their complaints of op- 
pression on the part of the rival cor- 
poration. The talk in this instance, 
however, is very guarded, and may be 
more or less speculative. The Presi- 
dent's course is highly satisfactory to 
western representatives. They realize 
that they will have to face the trust 
issue in the next campaign. They had 
fair warning of the coming fight in the 
last campaign. The President is heip- 
ing them in the most practical way. 
They will be arraigned by the Demo- 
crats in the event of the failure of 


Congress to enact anti-trust legislation. 
They will reply that the Republican Ex- 
ecutive is enforcing existing legislation, 


and western Congressmen are encour- 
aging him to go ahead with the work. 
They say it would be the best thing 
that could happen for him if the word 
got around that the trusts are to at- 
tack him.
